2. Paul SpicITLueth was the principal agent in the Bund Deutscher 
Jugend from June 19JK) until his resignation as First Chairman of that 
organisation on SO October 1952*

cooperation of Mr* Boomer of the HICOG Office of Public Affaire andc

In the field, the 
files of SO, SJGOM Intelligence Division, and 8UG0M GID fingerprint and 
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infcelligeaee files more checked, but yielded no information m Xeteth, A 
search of the QIC central and local files revealed that political 

affiliation was listed as KPB, but contained is© verification of this fact* 
Lueth himself admitted, as stated on his flora XX, that for a short time 
In 1945 he had been a member of the Kulturbund fher Samokratiaehs Srneuerung 
Deutschland®, a communist front organization, but he denied ever being a 
member of the KPD or SB©* 

d* 1 & S was kept fully informed of the; Rogatory allegations 
regarding Loath* Sines the charges of communist activity were unconfirmed, 
a full operational clearance on lueth mas granted on 2 Soveaber 195©, with 
the condition that he be used with caution and receive dose supervision, 

It was also stipulated that further investigation be undertaken in the field 
to substantiate or disprove the allegations regarding Lueth* a communist 
connections . In subsequent contacts with hie PP case officers, Lueth proved 
to be a highly satisfactory principal agent, exhibiting a great deal of 
organisational ability and operational efficiency* He accepted criticism 
and was subjected to ideological probing, tart continually exhibited a strong 
aj&ieeoiosunist motivation* Letter intercepts were conducted in an effort to 
uncover communist connections, but revealed no derogatory information* 

3* The “forms r officer named Hein'\apntioned in Attachment to reference 
is probably identical with ex-^Lfe. ColoneljBein, who was an official of the 
Puehrungaring Sheaaliger SoldaSen (Leadership Bing of Former Soldiers) in 
1951* This organisation was penetrated and taken over by the Communists, 

Hein later resigned from the Ring and denounced It publicly as a communist 
front; nevertheless, his political motivation is still questioned* Ills 
connections with the Heimtschutz in northern Germany, as charged in the 
attachment to reference memorandum, are not known* In any case, Hein was 
not a member of the BDJ Apparat, nor are there any known connections between 
any Heimatschutz group and the Apparat , 

4* According to our files, the only possible^ contact of Hein with 
PP/Gersan operations might have been through BrwimLoerr, the principal agent 
of Project LCBaLSA (B) (Stosetrupp gagen Bolschewlsti^chs Bersetzung), now 
being terminated* the German Mission recently discovered that Deerr had 
maintained contact with his former military colleagues, some of whom are now 
connected with the Bavarian Heimtschutz, The extent of Doerr’s involvement 
with this group is not known and there is no evidence that Hein, who lives 
in northern Germany, was in contact with either Dcmrr or the Bavarian 
Helmatsehutz* 
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
